* 4 FAIR-AND EQUITABLE 


While the appeal of brotherhood and 
motherhood stands out prominently in 
the:determination of the- electors re- 
garding the Municipal - Hospital 
scheme, the. scheme itself is eminent- 
ly fair and equitable. 

Some people’have an idea that some- 
one‘must be getting the worst of it in 
every deal that it made. But it is 
frequently the case that the best in- 
terests of both sides are served by 
one «transaction. The Hospital scheme 
is an. outstanding illustration of that 
fact. 

Originating outside of the city, the 
agitation went on till an arrangement 
was: made which brought the city into 
the'scheme. The Memorial Hospital 
has:-been doing good service for a 
number of years, and its services have 
been’available to all sick peaple and 
the same rates have been charged. to 
all. To a certain extent-it has been a 
charitable institution and many gifts 
have.‘been made to keep it in opera- 
tion..These contributioss have come 
freely:from city and country, and cred- 
it is ‘due all those who have helped in 
this way. 

There is no possibility of disputing 
the fact, however, that if the city of 


, Red Deer had not assumed heavy pay- 


ments'on account of the hospital that 
it would have been closed long ‘ago. 
Since ‘ithe hospital has been built the 
city-of Red Deer has paid the sum of 
$31,932.00 in cold cash from taxes paid 
by the citizens to support the hos- 
pital;: this does not take into account 
ithe ‘large number of private contri- 
butions that have been made. And 
yet the city taxpayer has not been 
shown. any preference at the institu- 
on; 

The Municipal Hospital Board had 
to formulate a basis by which. the city 
would: merge its interests with the 
rest:of the district and go on from 
the <startisg point without the 
necessity of further adjustment. Some 
had:the idea that the city should for. 
fet about its equity in the present in- 
stitution. One point of difficulty here 
is that the scheme involves the build- 
ing of’ three sub-hospitals, which will 
have’ to ‘be paid for by the whole hos- 
pital district. Now, after the city has 
been: paying for its own hospital all 
these years, why should it hand this 
all ‘over without any consideration 
and then sart in to help erect hospi- 
tals'at these other points?

his own council at Westlock, and even- 
tually introduced the matter at the 
Provincial U.F.A. Convention in 1916. 
That started the ball rolling, and it is 
rolling faster all the time. Mr. Whis- 
“ton ventured the statement that it 
was Mr. Greenfield's. wife that. had 
started him on the health propaganda. 
Thanks to the men for what they have 
done; but it is the women that have 
driyen’them to realize their responsi- 


bility. ee S 2 

ton referred to°the suffer- 
epersvtlten * who live 20,30 or 40 
miles from town have to endure. Why 
shouldn’t. the woman who {fs living out 
on‘the farm be given the same chance 
for her life that the woman who lives 
inthe city enjoys? The expense of 
hospital ‘service has: compelled many 
ofthese women to take chances that 
are ‘criminal and has cost the lives of 
many of them. 

Greenfield and others agitated, 
ang'‘the credit belongs to the people 
for what has’ been done, There-has 
never been a-Single dissenting - vote 
cast-on ‘the Municipal Hospitals Act 
or any of,its amendments by any 
member of the ‘legislature, represent- 
ing any party. It is the spontaneous 
expression of the will of the people. 


The Act is workable, and Mr. Whis- 


re ton ventured the assertion ‘that not 


‘more‘than 1% ofthe people in Alber. 
ta are opposed to ‘the principle of 
cheaper hospital accommodation. It 
all’ resolved itself down to working 
out a satisfactory basis of operation. 

‘. Mr! Whiston congratulated the peo- 
ple-on the Community hall that they 
had ‘built, and which was being used 
for. the meeting. He had been in 
every: part: of Alberta, and: there was 
no “better’ community hall anywhere 

. than:the one at Penhold. It had 
been “erected because there was a 
principle involved; the people. wanted 
to hand something down to ‘their child- 
ren’ which bore the earmarks‘of sacri- 
fice, a place where. th8y could share 
their ‘fun: and their: sorrows: “If a 
community hall is a necessity for the 
adult: portion of the. community, sure- 
ly it is a necessity to provide some 
outstanding service for. the babies 
that are being born. Re 

Provide a place where the expec: 
tant mother can get the best possible 
‘attention at a minimum of cost, and 
you‘will go a long way to reduce the: 
present death rate. Jn the Province 

: of Alberta in 1919, for every 153 child- 
Tren born, one mother died as the di- 
rect result of childbirth. In the year 
1920; one baby in every nine that was 
born: in the province died before the 
age‘of one year. Such a condition 
should not he allowed .to exist. 

Mr.. Whiston then told the story of 
a young woman in-the Drumheller 
hospital whose-baby's life had been 
Saved‘as well as her own, and her tot- 
al hospital bill amounted to $21.00. 
Such’is the work that is being done 
in the. Municipal Hospitals. Some 
meople are opposed to hospitals be- 
cause they are afraid, others because 
tthey Have never been sick themselves 
or had anyone who was. And yet, do 
they live absolutely to themselves? 
The man who is willing to help in 
your time of need is your neighbor, 
the other is the “man next door.” If 
you: cannot afford hospital service} 
when you need it, your neighbor is 
the'man who will chip in and help 
you. The Municipal Hospital plan is 
founded on the idea of neighborliness. 

There are 9 Municipal Hospitals op- 
erating in Alberta now, and it is 
hoped,that there may be 21 inside the 
next’ 7 or 8 months. They are all 
doing: excellent work. 

Mr. Whiston expressed his unquali-
